Weed Killers 


There are now liquid killers on the 
market to prevent grass or weeds 
growing in driveways. Care must be 
exercised to keep these materials, 
away from wanted grass, flowers or 
shrubbery as they destroy all growth. 

Another suitable material for drive- 
ways is common salt. The cheaper 
and coarser, the better. Not only 
will a liberal application of this— 
about one or two handfuls to the 
square foot—destroy grass, weeds, 
poison ivy, etc., but it will also bind 
gravel and soil together into an even 
surface, keep down dust and repel 
frost.

There is no substitute for the really 
fresh quality of vegetables grown at!

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics has 
found that the cost of living index number 
for April 1, 1942, of 115.9 [adjusted index 
115] has not risen by one whole point or ete 
more over the index number for October 
1, 1941, of 115.5 [adjusted index 114.6]. 
Accordingly, the National War Labour: 
Board, pursuant to the provisions of Sec- 
tion 12 of Order in'Council P. C. 8253, 
determines and announces, for the period sal 
May 15, 1942, to August.15, 1942, subject 
te the right of employers or employees to ; 
apply to a War Labour Board-for:authori- Ny 
zation of payment'of such an amount of el 
cost of living bonus as a Board may 
determine to be “fair and. reasonable,”’ i 
under the provisions of the,Order, that: 4 
(a) There shall be no change in the 


amount or percentage of cost of 4 
living bonuses presently being paid; !
